HE Royal Air Force will lose 

a quarter of its main bomber 
force and two bases in the latest 
round of Government cuts to the 
Defence budget. 
Two Tornado GR4 squadrons are to 
be axed, reducing the RAF’s frontline 
squadrons to just six, while a helicopter 
and a training base are to close with 
the land sold off to raise money. 
The RAF cuts leave the service a 
shadow of its former self and at 
the worst possible time with Britain 
involved in_ foreign 
wars on two fronts. 
Defence analysts have 
described the axing of 
the Tornado G4 
squadrons as “short- 
sighted” because the 
aircraft provides 
ground troops’ with 
close air support which 
is a vital requirement 
in Afghanistan at the 
moment. 
The squadrons expected 
to be scrapped are from 
RAF Marham in 
Norfolk and RAF Lossie- 
mouth in Scotland. Each 
base has three squadrons 
which consist of 12 
aircraft, 15 crews and 
four aircraft in reserve. 
The bases which will close have not 
been officially announced, though it is 
believed that Odiham in Hampshire, 
where the RAF Chinook helicopters 
are based, is one of them - its position 
in the extended London commuter belt 
would make its sale very profitable. 
The most likely of the training bases 
to close is RAF Linton-on-Ouse in 
North Yorkshire, which is famous 
as a Second World War bomber 
station under the command of Arthur 
“Bomber” Harris, who was head of 
Bomber Command. Jet training would 
be amalgamated at RAF Valley, 
Anglesey.

ORE than half of British 

citizens believe immigration is 
undermining our national identity. 
In. a survey carried out by French 
pollsters TNS Sofres, 52% said they 
wanted a complete end to immigration, 
and 46% said “a large number of 
immigrants should be sent back to their 
own country”. 
It also revealed worries of the growth 
of Islam with 49% seeing it as a threat. 


HE number of foreign children 
in Norfolk’s schools has surged 
by 140% in just two years 
The number of different languages 
spoken by the youngsters increased in 
one year from 88 to 101, while there are 
now 262 schools in the county teaching 
foreign children. 
This places a huge burden on teachers 
trying to teach 2,682 children who can’t 
speak English. 


USLIM medical students are 
refusing to attend lectures 
or answer questions on issues 
connected with alcoholism and 
sexually transmitted diseases.

AMES Watson, a Nobel Prize 
winner for his part in the 
unravelling of DNA in 1953 and 
who now runs one of America’s 
leading. scientific research institu- 
tions, has said that Western policies 
towards African countries were 
wrongly based on an assumption 
that black people were as clever as 
their white counterparts. 

Dr Watson told The Sunday Times that 
he was “inherently gloomy about the 
prospect of Africa’ because “all our 
social policies are based on the fact that 
their intelligence is the same as ours,

whereas all the testing says not really”. 
He said there was a natural desire that 
all human beings should be equal but 
“people who have to deal with black 
employees find this not true”. 

The veteran scientist was booked 
for a speaking tour of Britain but 
after protests from the race relations 
lobby he was forced to cancel and 
return home to the United States. 
His research institute has suspended 
him from administrative duties as 
Chancellor pending further investiga- 
tions into his comments. 

Leading the attacks on the Nobel 
Prize winner was David Lammy, the 
Skills Minister, whose family moved 
to Britain from the Caribbean. He 
said that the views expressed by 
Dr Watson were “his own irrational 
prejudices.” 

But there was support for him within 
the academic field. 

Colin Blakemore, chief executive of 
the Medical Research Council and a 
professor of neuroscience at Oxford 
University said: “It would be a sad 
world if such a distinguished scientist 
was silenced because of his more 
unpalatable views.’ :

Britain’s only integrated 
Aluminium mill closes 


RITAIN’S only integrated casting 

and rolling aluminium mill is to 
close with the loss of 170 jobs. 
Despite having a full order book, 
administrators say the Dolgarrog 
Aluminium factory in the Conwy Valley 
in north Wales has serious cash flow 
problems and must cease trading. 
Dolgarrog Aluminium produces a range 


of products to industries including 
electrolytic zinc extraction and 
aerospace engineering, turning over 
£19 million last year, and is a major 
employer in the area. 

It’s a massive blow to the workforce 
which earlier this year was celebrating 
100 years of aluminium making on the 
former Alcoa site. 


THE European Union spends £40 
million of taxpayer’s money each 
and every year on self promotion 
in an attempt to keep the public 
pliant to the continual erosion of the 
sovereignty of member countries. 
It is aided and abetted in this campaign 
by big business which in its own subtle 
ways seldom misses an opportunity 
to promote the EU. 

Take Toyota for instance. When 
selling cars in Britain, the company 
claims that GB number plates are 
supplied as standard to all its cars. 
But Toyota’s idea of a GB number 
plate is very different to that of the 
vast majority of British people. A GB 
number plate in Toyota’s parlance 
means a European Union flag (ring of 
stars on blue background) with GB 
underwritten in white. 

This of course is disingenuous. It 
misleads customers in effect forcing 
them to promote the European Union 
on their cars with a Euro flag. Most 
people buying a Toyota are led to 
believe they are getting a UK national 
flag on their number plate and only 
find out that it is actually the EU flag 
when the vehicle is delivered and it’s 
too late to change it. 

It is a deliberate ploy on behalf of 
Toyota to call EU number plates GB 
plates and it doesn’t end there. 
Anyone trying to avoid an EU 
number plate by going to a motor 
store will find they are thwarted there 
too. These shops can only provide 
EU plates off the rack and a GB plate 
has to be sent away for with this 
taking 7-10 days from placement of 
the order to delivery.

What is taking place here is a multina- 
tional corporation at work promoting 
the New World Order of which the 
EU is a vital part. Democracy and 
accountability are of no interest to the 
power elites who control big business.

It is no coincidence that the regula- 
tions that affect big business to 
the detriment of small family run 
businesses are usually drawn up by 
big business and adopted by the 
European Union and its sister global 
trading blocks. 

So if you are surprised at the number 
of EU plates on cars on British roads 
don’t be. This is not a sign ‘that 
the driver in any way supports the 
European Union, it is just that they 
have been unable to get any non-EU 
number plates.

UNARD, the shipping company 

established in 1838, has awarded 
the contract to build its latest ships to 
an Italian shipbuilder. 
Cunard is famous for its ocean liners, 
including the Queen Mary (now a hotel 
in Long Beach, California) and the 
QE2 which were both built at the John 
Brown Shipyard in Clydebank and then 
were based in Southampton. 
However, in recent years, the company 
has looked abroad for its ships. The 
Queen Mary 2 was built in France, 
and the new ships commissioned for 
the company - the Queen Victoria and 
the Queen Elizabeth - will be built by 
Fincanteri in Venice and Monfalcone 
respectively, in a deal which gives the 
Italian company 40% of the market 
share. 
Both ships will be based in Southampton 
and will fly the Red Ensign. What 
a pity that the British flag will not 
be attached to a British-built ship. 
The UK shipbuilding industry has been 
systematically destroyed, just like other 
British manufacturing industries, by 
inept Labour and Tory Governments.

UST two weeks after taking 

office on Ist September as 
President of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects (RIBA), Sunand 
Prasad, the first ethnic minority 
president, is making race an issue. 
Prasad is also advocating moves to 
globalise the institute and believes 
that this can be done by architects in 
countries such as India, from where 
he originates, being offered cut price 
international membership. With equal 
voting rights British members could 
soon find themselves outvoted in their 
own institute. 
Prasad also said that the RIBA 
should not get involved in politics, 
and during his one year term as 


to act when the regulations have been 
flouted by Asians. 
“Planning applications seem to be the 


main area of dispute,” says Marlene. 
“The council is ruthless when dealing 
with transgressions by local people, 
but where transgressors are from an 
ethnic minority, they always seem to 
be treated more leniently.”

President-elect he also said that he 
opposed positive discrimination.

Prasad went on to say that schools 
of architecture “mostly study white 
architects and white architecture” 
and in the typically obscure 
language of ‘race-relations-speak’ 
added that a “little mix of culture 
and different cultural solutions will 
benefit everyone”’. 

In a world where architectural design 
is now largely international it is 
difficult to see what he means by this. 
Not surprisingly his comments were 
reportedly endorsed by the Society 
of Black Architects. 

This all supplements demands made 
by another ‘political’ architect, 
Richard Rogers, who 
advocated positive discrimination in 
architectural employment. 

It is clear from all this that the 
RIBA is steadily being politicised 
by the liberal Left and the politi- 
cally correct brigade who have been 
emboldened in their efforts by the 
presence of a member of an ethnic 
minority at the profession’s helm 
for the next two years.

N the 7th July 2005 in London 

there were a series of terrorist 
bomb blasts that hit London’s 
public transport system during the 
morning rush hour. 
At 8:50am, three bombs exploded 
within fifty seconds of each other on 
three London Underground trains. A 
fourth bomb exploded on a bus nearly 
an hour later at 9:47am in Tavistock 
Square. The bombings murdered 52 
commuters and badly injured 700. It 
was the deadliest attack on London 
since a V2 rocket killed 131 people in 
Stepney on 27 March 1945, near the 
end of World War II. 
In a taped message left by bomber 
Mohammad Sidique Khan in an 
attempt to try to explain his actions 
to the public, he said: 
“Our religion is Islam, obedience 
to the one true God and following 
the footsteps of the final prophet 


messenger.” 

Shehzad Tanweer also recorded his 
spiritual motivation for the attack: 
“We are 100 per cent committed to 
the cause of Islam. We love death the 
way you love life.”

The National Grid will come under 
increased pressure during these flat 
spots and alternative sources of energy 
will need to be found. 

The Dinorwig plant at Llanberris, a 
pumped storage plant, is already fully 
utilised in smoothing out demand, but 


this will not be able to cope with 


fluctuations in supply of up to 15% 


capacity coming and going from the 
barrage. The only answer appears to 
be another fossil-fuel burning power 
station linked in to the Severn Barrage 
supply to fill the energy gaps and 
stop the National Grid from tripping 
off and electrical supplies failing 
completely. Once a power outage 
starts, it can ripple across the country 
as was illustrated by the New York 
blackout of 2003. 

Britain does needs to utilise its 
renewable energy resources but I have 
my doubts that the Severn Barrage is 
worth such substantial investment. 
Another BBC documentary about 
the Windscale fire at the current 


Sellafield site back in 1957 was also 


floored by. its inference throughout 
this film that there could have been 
a nuclear explosion. It almost 
seemed as though this was a 
deliberate ploy to scare the 
public off nuclear power. 

I am assured that such an

HE British ladybird, one of our

HROUGHOUT THE four weeks of the Church Gresley 

by-election campaign, the media had been full of news of

It’s not a baby boom! 


HE OFFICE for National Statistics has reported that 

increased immigration and a high immigrant birthrate will 
push the population of the British Isles to 75 million by 2051. 
That’s up from last year’s total of 60 million and more than 
double the recommended population for the UK as suggested by 
population experts at the Optimum Trust. 
This increase will be the equivalent of building two new cities the 
size of London in our countryside.
